Heading, England.— Yesterday I 
met a very charming old lady— 
though the mawner of our meeting 
was not as fortunate as it might 
have been. In fact, her arrival at 
her niece's home caused us quite 
a bit of consternation. There was 
I, walking round the garden with 
my host, admiring the kale, com- 
miserating about the onions when 
out came his wife and whispered: 
"Auntie's come back. She's had an 
accident. She's been knocked down 
by a bicycle." 

It is ludicrous that, with so much 
happening, people can still be 
knocked down by bicycles. It 
seems to be the fate of poor old 
Indies. We hurried Into the lounge 
—I was expecting I hardly know 
what: a battered and slightly 
hysterical victim, I think. But not 
a bit of it. There she sat in the 

most comfortable chair: a very 
frail old lady, pale and sweet, her 
black frock newly brushed, her 
thin hands quietly folded in her lap. 
"Don't worry, please." she said. 
"It hasn't given me concussion or 
anything." All the same, there 
was a grim-looking bruise on her 
temple, and I couldn't help feeling 
that, in her place, I should have 
been bawling about it quite con- 
siderably. 

I left my host agitatedly dialing 
for a doctor, and when I called 
later Auntie was tucked up in bed, 
despite her protests.

"She's brave, Isn't she?" I re- 
marked; and then they told me 
something else. Quite a lot of dis- 
agreeable things have happened to 
that old lady just lately. She has 
come from London where, on a 
certain dreadful night, she sat up 
listening to the sounds of the 
worst of blitzes. And then, when 
it seemed to be over ... a direct 
hit, right on the block of flats 
where she lived. She had to climb 
down a ladder from the burning 
building, and just got away with 
her life.

We are still a wee bit fussy at 
times, of course. Personally, I go 
on tinning up ray foolish nose at 
beef, parsnips and herrings in to- 
mato sauce; yet who knows? I 
may be smacking my lips over all 
of It before we're through. There 
is the little matter of "broken 
biscuits," for example. There was 
a time when one regarded them 
as something the juveniles bought 
with that twopence; now we say 
to each other, in confidence: "My 
dear, I know where one can buy 
bi uken biscuits." and off we rush, 
hot-foot. And what's the matter 
with broken biscuits anyway? At 
least they are perfectly fresh, and 
they'd be broken, anyway, as soon 
as one set teeth to them. Yes.

Believes Soldiers 

At Camp All Can 

Vote On Beer Issue 
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Residence Requirement Not Applicable, Only 
Heed Name On List, Thinks Arieigh Armstrong 












All soldiers in the Newmarket 
training camp at the time of the 
revision of the voters* list, and, 
of course, still there at the time 
of polling probably two weeks 
later, will be entitled to vote if 
their names are put on the list, 

according to Councillor Arieigh 
Armstrong, barrister and hotel 
operator. 

Tliis is contrary to the com- 
monly held opinion locally, and 
The Era has asked N. L. 
Mathews, K.C., town solicitor, 
for his opinion, and hopes to be 
able to publish Mr. Mathews' 
opinion next week. 

If a large number of soldiers 
are entitled to vote, the out- 
come of the vote would be 
thrown into doubt. So far as 
the town is concerned it is gen- 
erally agreed that there has been 
no substantial change of opinion 
since the last vote was taken. 
A turn-over of several hundred 
votes from the dry column to 
the wet column would be neces- 
sary to change the result. 

Assuming that the dry vote 
were as large as in January, 
193G, namely 1,070* the wet vote, 
to carry the by-law, would have 
to be 1,783, or an increase of 
1,000 votes from the 7S2 total of 



1930. That is not impossible, but 
seems unlikely, even if a large 
majority of camp votes were in 
favor of the by-law. 

The necessary majority is 
three-fifths. 

"There was an amendment to 
the Election Act passed in 1940 
permitting any member of the 
Canadian militia, air force or 
navy to vote at provincial elec- 
tions without the usual qualifi- 
cations as to residence," Mr. 
Armstrong stated. 

"Tile Liquor Control Act pro- 
vides that for all purposes elec- 
tions under the L.C.A. are the 
same as for elections to the 
legislative assembly. This new 
provision about residence not 
being required was invoked in 
Jarvis some months ago when 
some airforcc men turned the 
issue and Jarvis went wet. 

"In Jarvis, under 3.500 popula- 
tion, a man's name did not have 
to be on the list but could be-, 
sworn at the time of polling. 

"In Newmarket, over 3,500 
population, such names will 
have to be put on the voters' list 
at the court of revision for 
revising the voters* list, which 
I think must be held within 30 
days before the election."

In years gCMie by advertisers purchased "space." 
The more space they could get for their money the 
hotter they were pleased. Now they are buying 
circulation, reader interest, and ask for proof of 
the number of homes that the newspaper reaches, 
evidence as to how many members of the family 
read it, evidence as to how long: it remains in the 
home, evidence that it is thoroughly read. 

What do national advertising agencies and adver- 
tisers require as proof of circulation and evidence 

of reader interest? 

They ask for periodic reports from the inter- 
nationally known Audit Bureau of Circulations, 
giving them the following information: how much 
newsprint is used; how many copies arc printed; 
luw many are spoiled; how many actually leave the 
office of publication; how many are given away as 
samples* advertisers' checking copies, correspond- 
ents* copies; how many go to subscribers or are 
bought as single copies for cash; how many of 
those that go to subscribers are paid far in advance; 
where the paid copies go (do they go outside the 
area in which the advertiser is interested) ; and 
other similar information. 

Advertisers are principally interested in how 
many copies of a newspaper are paid for, because 
they know that people buy only what they aire 
interested in and want. If they buy a newspapev 
they will read it. People may or may not read a 
newspaper which is given them. So advertisers 
are interested in "net paid circulation." That is 
the paid circulation of a newspaper after all unused, 
free, complimentary, arrears and sample copies are 
deducted. 

Twenty-five Canadian weekly newspapers have 
taken steps to give advertisers this information in 
the period of the last two years, and other weeklies 
are now applying for audits. 
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The Audit Bureau of Circula- 
tions, which audits practically 
every daily newspaper and mag- 
azine in Canada and the United 
States, makes these audits ot 
weekly newspapers. The A. B.C. 
makes an audit every two years 
and issues an audit report on the 
average weekly circulation for 
the previous six months period, 
and also audits the publisher's 
statements for the three previous 
six months periods since the last 
audit. 

The A.B.C. made its first audit 
of The Era's circulation a year 
ago, for the six months period 
ending Sept. 30, 1910. The Era 
then reported its own average 
circulation to the A.B.C. for the 
six months ending March 31, 
1941. and will report again at the 
end of this month, and again 
next spring. 'Hie A.B.C. will 
make the audit itself next fall. 

The third quarterly issue of 
"Canadian Advertising" gives the 
net paid circulation of 25 Cana- 
dian weekly newspapers, 'fills 
interesting information is given 
herewith. Only about a third of 
these weeklies are published in 
towns as small as Newmarket, 
and only about three of them are 
p u h U s h c d in two-newspaper 
towns.
